It's slaughtering time and many 
of y our pul y our meat in cold 
storage lockers. 
The way meat is 
wrapped and put in a locker may 
make the diH'erence b etween good 
meat and poor meat. 
Meat needs 
special wrapping to keep its nat­ 
ural moisture and flavor. 
If it 
’sn’t wrapped properly ice whll 
evaporate from the frozen meat 
and leave a dry . tough outer lay er 
called “freezer b urn”. When meat 
gets freezer b urn its appearance 
and texture change and the flavor 
is lost or altered. 
It is usually preferab le to have 
m experienced trained person to 
'ut and wrap the meat for the 
locker. 
If such service is not 
availab le here are some sugges­ 
tions. 
Divide y our meat into portions 
of the right size for y our family . 
Remove any b ony , sharp edges as 
they prev'ent a compact, smooth, 
tight package and may puncture 
the wrappings and let out mois­ 
ture. 
Shape meat into compact 
form to save locker space and to 
make wrapping easier and more 
perfect. 
If 
y ou 
have 
several 
pieces of meat in one package, 
place sheets of waxed paper b e- 
tw'een them so they can b e sep­ 
arated w^hile still frozen. 
Wrap Tight 
Puli the wrapping sheet tight 
against the meat to force out the 
air. 
Fold the two edges of the 
paper together to make a doub le 
seam. 
Then fold the ends of the 
paper together and fold them tight 
against the meat. 
This is called 
drug-store wrap. 
It is important 
to hax'e a little air in the package. 
Tie securely . 
If y ou can, heatseal 
the package b y passing a w'arm 
iron over seam. 
Or 
close 
the 
seams with paper tajDc. 
Gocm wrapping materials 
for 
frozen meat are the special cello­ 
phane b ags and laxtex containers. 
Cellophane b ags are heat sealed 
and placed in pasteb oard cartons. 
Don’t use b utcher paper next to 
meat or fish. 
It is hard to get off 
when y ou thaw the meat, it doesn’t 
protect against dry ing, and it may 
add off flavors to the meat. 
Use 
b utcher paper only as a second 
wrapping to prevent tearing the 
inner wrapping.

freezer 
locker 
meat, how^ever. 
If y ou put poor 
meat in a locker y ou wdll get poor 
meat out. 
Your animal should b e 
well finished b efore it is killed, 
to give gof'd meat. 
When taking tlie meat out of the 
lockcr, if it is some distance from 
y our home, it is well to wrap the 
meat 
in several 
thicknesses of 
paper, in a b lanket, or to have an 
insulated b ox to place it in. 
The 
meat should not thaw out while 
taking it home. 
You can make 
an insulated b ox b y setting one 
cardb oard container 
inside 
an­ 
other and filling the space in b e­ 
tween with sawdust or paper.

ters this y ear and in so doing cut 
their death losses from 17.7 o n 250 
b irds started in 19 44 to 7.5% in 
500 b irds started in 19 45. In o ther 
words they sold 462 b irds o ut o f 
500 started in 19 45 as compared to 
206 from 250 strated in 19 44. “ We 
never lose many b irds when they 
are small”, Mrs. Cummings sa id. 
“They are almost alway s o f fry ing 
size.” 
“Most of our losses ha v e been 
from crowding in storms, a nd ev en 
as they go to roost ea ch night. If 
they don’t smother they at lea st 
get too warm. 
While they a re in 
the b rooder houses I have to 
be 
with them each night as they g o 
to roost. As soon as we get them 
into the range shelters that wo rry 
is over. 
There are no dark cor­ 
ners and they 
roost normally 
without any crowding. I don’t re­ 
call a single crooked b reasted bird 
in the entire 462 w'e marketed this 
y ear”, she added. 
Built Two Shelters 
The Cummings b uilt two o f the 
shelters last spring b ut made them 
12 feet b y 14 feet in size, since 
they W'ere going to use them fo r 
turkey s, rather than 9 x 12 feet as 
recommended for pullets. 
“ The 
y oung turkey s were getting pretty 
crowded b y the time they were 
b ig enough to roost outside and 
we 
really need a third shelter for this 
coming y ear,” Mr. Cummings ad­ 
mitted. 
The shelters cost $56.50 each 
but 
with the saving in death 
lo sses 
over 19 44 they could have b uilt 
five such shelters. 
Folks 
with 
turkey s can get along with less 
shelters per flock than needed for 
pullets b ecause they only keep 
them in the shelters for ab out 3 0 
day s and then use outside ro o sts.

One Day Counts 


If h e’s in service on ly on e d ay 
before 
the w ar officially en d s, 
he gets the ben efit of the G. I.

fore his d ischarge, is d ischarged 
un d er the right con d ition s, an d 
so on . 
For exam ple: to get on e year’s 
ed ucation at govern m en t expen se 
he m ust have served at least 90 
d ays. 
If Jon es was d rafted May 14, 
the w ar en d ed M ay 17, an d he 
was d ischarged other than d is­ 
hon orably Aug. 
14—or 90 d ays

Leadei’s everywhere are inspired by the will to 
bring new o ppo rtunity to the peo ples o f all na­ 
tio ns. But success will depend upo n the degree to 
which their demands are heeded. There can be no 
lasting peace unless there is an end to into lerances 
inspired by racial, religio us, o r cultural differ­ 
ences. The task o f re-making the wo rld may be 
slo w and arduo us, but if the new fabric o f peace is 
wo ven o ut o f the threads o f bro therho o d it will 
last thro ugh the centuries.
